Tlie, in the ſenſe of the Tex:, takes in deeds as well as words, 
yea matters of fat more eſpecially. The Spirit of God means 
hereby aft Vnſornancſs, Per fidionſneſs,  Prevarication With the 
Lord, whereby we go contrary co our Engagements, and prove 
unfaithful eo him, The word is tranflacred jn other places to 
deal falfty, aS Gen.21.23.and to fail, Plal. 89.33. Itisco bere- 
ferred unto the matters of the Lords Covenanr with his people. 
God expects and promiſerh ro himſelf that in theſe things his 

zople will keep torch wich him,and nr firink, Thus che Church 
aſſerts her uprightneſs, by removing the Lie far from her ſelf, 
Pſal.44.17. All this is come upon ns, yet have we not forgotten 
thee, nor acalt falſly in thy Covenant : the word is the ſame 
with that in the Texc;, We have not lied unto theein thy Cove- 
nant.

As God is ſaid ſometimes ro wi/l a thing, bur 
not according to his Omniporency, for then it ſhould be moſt 
certainly effected : ſo he is ſaid alſo to exp:& and look for ſome 
things, andto make a promiſe of them to himſelf, bur not ac- 
cording to bis infinite wnerring Preſcience. Thus the Lord ſaich 
that he looked for grapes from his vineyard, \ſ1.5.2,4. and ver.7, 
He looked. for judgement, but behold oppreſſion, for righteouſneſs, 
but behild a cry. SO Zeph. 3.7. I ſaid, Surely tho wilt fear me, 
thou wilt receive inſtruttion : and in that Parable, Aſarch.21.37. 
T hey will reverence my ſon. : |
